Submitted herewith is the report of an audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Mere- 
dith for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1945, which 
was made by the Division of Municipal Accounting of 
the State Tax Commission in accordance with the vote 
of the town. Exhibits and Schedules as hereafter 
listed are included as part of the report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the audit and examination were 
the accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Road Agent, Lib- 
rary Treasurer and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


Financial Statements 
Balance Sheets-December 31, 1944-December 31, 1945: 
(Exhibit 1) 


Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1944 (as 
revised) and December 31, 1945, have been prepared 
and are presented in Exhibit 1.

Increase of Net Debt: 


As shown by Exhibit 1, the Net Debt increas- 
ed by $3,981.18 during the fiscal year ended December 
31, 1945. This resulted principally from a net budget 
surplus, use of cash surplus to reduce amount of 1945 
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tax levy and decrease of accounts receivable. The 
change in financial condition of the town during the 
year may be summarized as follows:

Comparative statements of appropriations and 
expenditures, estmated and actual revenues for the 
fiscal year ended Decmber 31, 1945, are presented in 
Exhibits IV and V. As indicated by the budget sum- 
mary, a net overdraft of appropriations of $2,818.54, 
‘less an excess of actual over estimated revenues of 
$1,425:15, resulted in a net budget deficit of $1,393.39.

Summarized statements of Indebtedness, Valu- 
ation and Taxes, covering a ten year period, prepared 
from reports on file in the office of the Tax Commission, 
are presented in Tables I and II. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement of. 
public funds were examined and audited: Vouchers and 
cancelled checks were compared with supporting in- 
voices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source and totals of 
receipts and expenditures verified.:Proof of the Trea- 
surer’s balance as of Decembr 31, 1945, is indicated in 
Exhibit III. 


TAX ACCOUNTS 


Tax warrants for the levies 1945 and 1944, 
and tax sale accounts for the levies of 1944 and pre- 
vious years were examined. Summaries indicating the 
activity in these accounts for the fiscal year ended De- 
ember 31, 1945, are presented in Schedules A-1 and A-3. 


TOWN CLERK 


The accounts and records of the Town Clerk 
were examined and audited: All funds received by the 
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Clerk on account of the issuance of motor vehicle per- 
mits, dog licenses, business licenses and permits were 
properly accounted for through remittances to the Trea- 
surer. (Schedule B) 


CONCLUSION 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
were found in good condition and the accounting pro- 
cedure conformed to the uniform system prescribed by 
this Division. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of 
the Laws of 1939, require that this report or a sum- 
mary of its essential features shall ss published in the 
next annual town report

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The Nurse weighed and measured 355 pupils. 


School physical examinations were completed and very 
few defects were found in the children. 


There have been dental inspections and clinics were 
held with Dr. Pottle. Through the New Hampshire State 
Tuberculosis Association, the Patch skin test was given 
to 312 pupils and 12 of the teachers of Lang Street School 
and the High School. Chest x-rays were made of those: 
reacting to the test. 


There have been several cases of pediculosis in school, 
which are quite cleaned up at this time.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Teaching Staff 


Meredith is fortunate in securing and retaining com- 
petent teachers in a time of extreme scarcity. 

Two recent changes are reported. Shirley Avery, who 
has taught for several years at Meredith Center, resigned 
in December and has been replaced by Ethelyn Thomas. 
Headmaster Everett Brasier entered upon his duties as 
superintendent of the Ossipee union in January 1, and 
his place has been taken by Frederick J. Delaney, form- 
erly acting superintendent at Rockport, Mass. Aside from 
the two just mentioned, the only new member of our staff 
since last year is Joseph Pignone, our physical education 
director and coach of boys’ athletics, who has had sever- 
al years of experience in and about Medford, Mass. 


Buildings and Grounds 


A survey of our unused rural school buildings shows 
that while they are in fairly good condition now, they 
will soon require painting and from time to time roof re- 
pairs. In this period when houses are in great demand, 
it would seem good business to dispose of any of these 
that we are reasonably certain we shall not use again. As 
no buildings can be sold without the vote of the district, 
this matter is suggested in the warrant for consideration 
at the annual meeting. 

Thanks are due to the Chamber of Commerce for as- 
sistance in sharing the expense of sanding and refinishing 
the playing floor of the gymnasium. 

Among the future needs of our schools is a school. shop 
that will be adequate for our industrial arts courses, and 
more playground space at the Lang Street School. 


Retirement Legislation 


The legislature of 1945 passed laws providing retire- 
ment privileges for teachers, and instituting a retirement 
system for state employees, which includes superinten- 
dents. As it stands now, the only school employees for 
whom no retirement is available, are the janitor and 
nurse. By vote of the district, it may be made possible 
for these employees also to take advantage of the state 
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retirement system. This year’s warrant brings this ques- 
tion before the voters. 


The No-School Signal 

Much discussion has centered about the question of 
closing schools in bad weather. In a city lke Boston it 
seems that a rainy day is sufficient excuse to close the 
schools. At the other extreme, it is said that Pittsburg, 
the northernmost town in New Hampshire, has not 
closed schools for years at a time in spite of very severe 
weather conditions in the winter months. Meredith’s pol- . 
icy, as defined by the school board, is as follows: 

1. Schools should remain in session throughout the 
school year if possible, as announced in the annual school 
caléndar. 

2. The trip to school under severe weather conditions 
may be quite safe for some pupils and at the same time 
dangerous for others not so well situated. 

3. The parents are the ones best able to judge in each 
individual case when their children can go to school with- 
out risk to their health or safety. 

4. The no-school signal (two blasts of the fire whis-_ 
tle, repeated three times at 7:30 a. m.) will be used only 
when conditions present actual hazard to the safety of 
the majority of the children. 

5. Conditions such as the following have been consid- 
ered hazardous and hence good reasons for closing 
school: 

a. Roads so slippery that school buses cannot tra- 
vel safely. 

b. Deep snow followed by steady rain, so no one 
can walk through the slush without getting feet wet. 

c. Very extreme cold and windy weather (around 
25 degrees below zero with hard winds.) 

d. Heavy storms, making roads impassable. 

e. School heating system not working for lack of 
electric current. 
World Problems and Education | 

The calendar year 1945 has seen history made more 
rapidly than ever before. Events of deep meaning for the 
future have followed one another with breath-taking 
speed. It will be a long time before we fully realize the 
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significance of the great war that has now come to an 
end; of the release of the new power known as atomic en- 
ergy; and of the vast political enterprise now barely be- 
gun, called the United Nations. 

Children in our homes and schools must come to think 
of themselves not only as citizens of New Hampshire,. 
not only as Americans, but also as citizens of the world. 
Sympathy and friendship are not to stop in a neighboring 
county, nor even in a distant state like Texas or Califor- 
nia; they must reach likewise to Burma, Siberia, and the 
Congo region. Just as Hitler used the schools to develop 
fanatical hatred for vastly destructive ends, so we must 
use them to indoctrinate children throughout the world 
with the idea that we can all get along together like good 
neighbors. 

Such an attitude of world-neighborliness can be devel- 
oped only as teachers and parents will come to realize 
the importance of it, and as they learn to develop broader 
tolerance in their own hearts. To develop world-neigh- . 
borliness, schools need gradually to replace old geo- 
graphies and histories with new texts of broader outlook; 
and until such books are available, teachers must try to 
interpret the lessons in our present books in such a way 
that pupils will come to see their place in and relation- 
ship to the rest of the world. 

The war has also taught us other lessons about educa- 
tion. It has proved, through experience in army camps, 
that young people can learn much faster and more effect- 
ively than they are in the habit of doing. It has shown 
that our traditional methods of teaching can be greatly 
speeded up if necessary and has demonstrated the value 
of moving pictures, still pictures, and other modern de- 
vices that give children a clearer understanding of what 
they read and recite about. And it has brought vividly to 
our consciousness the need for more thorough and com- 
plete training in health and physical education. 

These are just a few of the important lessons we 
should have learned in 1945. Let us try to profit by them 
in 1946, and in the years ahead.
